fect here. 
Were it not for the re­ 
ligious issue and 
prohibition 
it 
would be easy to assess the situa­ 
tion here by saying that Governor 
Smith is splitting the La Follette 
vote about evenly with Herbert 
Hoover.

W ashington, D. C., Oct. 
3.— 
The C onstitution had been agreed 
to by tho Convention on Septem­ 
ber 17, 1787, hut ratification by 
the states was slow, and it was 
not until Septem ber 
13, 
178 8, 
that the first election of a Presi­ 
dent was called for. By th at time 
eleven of the original states had 
ratified the Constitution. 
Rhode 
Island and North 
Carolina 
had 
not yet ratified, and took no part 
in Hie first election. 
The eleven states were advised 
to choose electors, 
who 
should 
m eet the following January 
In 


th eir respective states and cast 
their electoral 
ballots. 
There 
would have been 91 electors if all 
states had been in the I nlon. As 
finally developed, New York did 
not choose any electors, aud two 
electors each In 
Virginia 
and 
M aryland were absent when the 
electoral colleges met. 
These ab­ 
sences, with 
the 
two 
missing 
states, left 69 electors who act­ 
ually voted. 
T here was no question from the 
sta rt who would be 
the 
first 
President. 
The knowledge that 
George W ashington 
would 
he 
chosen, and the faith of all the 
colonies in his ability and 
fair­ 
ness, was a guiding 
factor 
in 
m aking tho Union possible and in 
convincing reluctant states to ra t­ 
ify the Constitution. 
The mem­ 
bers of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention a year earlier had practi­ 
cally agreed 
on 
W ashington’s 
election, and every state was in 


accord with the plan. 
Regarding 
the choice of the first Vice Pres! 
dent there w h h a sim ilar though 
not unanim ous 
preference 
for 
John Adams 
of 
M assachusetts. 
The beginnings of political parties 
had been inherited by the new n a ­ 
tion from the earlier debates ov 
cr the form ation of a Union and 
adoption of a Constitution. Those 
who had been strongly in favor of 
a powerful federal union of 
the 
colonies beearn* tho 
F e d eralis ts 
Those who had first opposed any 
union except the loose confeder:! 
Mon against England, and 
who 
bad thought of the thirteen colon 
lea as separate, sovereign nations, 
gradually modified 
those 
view 
but adhered to their opposition to 
a strongly 
centralised 
govern­ 
ment. 
They were soon known as 
A nti-Federalists,
